An elegant Hiſtorian i n a ſhort Summary of

Time, when a general Depravation of Manners 
had nigh been ſubverſive of that auguſt Empire, 
hath handed down to Poſterity a uſeful Picture.

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1. we may judge from the 8 and W 
Reflections, which the Hiſtorian has chroughout 
this Piece laviſhed upon Avarice; it appears to 
have been at; that Time the grand Hinge on 
which turned that ſo general Depravation of 
Manners he complains of. And moſt certainly i in 
the Breaſt, where this Vice hath taken Root, like 
an ill Weed, it grows apace, and ſpreading wide 
its baneful Stalks, ſo effectually fills the narrow 
Place which received it; that there is no Room, 
not a Corner left for Honour, and Probity, or 
any Thing that is liberal and ingenuous. As I 
am determined to aſſert nothing that may give 
Offence; which to fo excellent a Prince as 
your Majeſty, I am ſure Truth never can: 
I will not be fo hardy as to affirm, that 
there are at the Head of our Adminiſtration 
any of this accurſed Stamp, any in Whole 
Boſom predominates this unchriſtian, unſocial 
Vice. For ſure a Mind bent upon Sell⸗

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| Nation's Concerns. He, who for a little Pelf 


will barter his own Liberty in complying wit 
the unjuſt Commands and wanton Will of a Court, 


will not heſitate, whenever Opportunity offers, 
to ſell his King, his Country, or both. A Soul 


ſo narrow and contracted, is not capable of ex- 


panding itſelf ſufficiently to admit Circumſtances, 


merely relative to publick Utility, and detached 


from all - other Conſiderations of Advantage. 


And whilſt all his planned Schemes and Deſigns 
are thus alloyed with his own paultry Intereſt ; 
one Courſe of acting muſt make him rich; but 


often, if not always a very different one, his 


Country great. And which of theſe Conſidera- 
tions, as often as they claſh, ſhall be made ſub- 
ſervient to the other by a Miniſter of this Caſt, 
let your Majeſty determine. Of ſuch a Miniſter 
permit me, Sir, to preſent you with a Picture, 
as drawn by the Pen of an eminent and able 
Britiſh Stateſman.

But not to preſume too 
much upon Rumour, this let me obſerve in 
general; that the famous Fable of the Fox 
and the Swarm of Flies, however applicable 
it might be to thoſe at the Helm of the Athenian 
State, is by no Means ſo to a Miniſtry ; com- 
poſed of ſome, whoſe inſupportable Profuſion 
muſt reduce them to perpetual Depredations 


on the publick Treaſure : and others, whoſe 


inſatiable Avarice will never permit them to 
think they have amaſſed enough, fo long as 
Opportunity is given them of pilfering their 
Country, and amaſſing more. 


AND in whatever State, as well as the 
Roman, Avarice hath elbowed out of Place 
Honour and Probity : Pride and Cruelty, as a 
natural Conſeqence, will ever ſucceed in their 
Room. In ſuch a State, he who can bow low- 
eſt, fawn with the moſt abje& Air of Mean- 

L nels, 
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neſs, * beſt ſooth and flatter the Vices of 
the great; let him away to Court, and his 
Fortune is made. There his Parts can not 
fail to be of Service to him, there he will find 
many powerſul Friends, many too many as 


proud as they are ignorant. Yet that ſuch is 
the State of Great-Britain, that Pride and 


Cruelty are the Vices of this Nation, who 
ſhall be found ſo hardy as to affirm ? For was 
not the Government, which we have the Hap- 
pineſs to live under, of all others the moſt mild 
and indulgent, how many would long ſince have 
fallen miſerable Victims to a Nation's Diſplea- 


. ſure, who ſeem to triumph over publick by 
and flouriſh in the Spoils of their Country! 

No one therefore can juſtly tax this prefent

Countrymen to perpetual 'Toil and Labour, to 


n with Cruelty; unleſs to doom their 


ſupport the unneceſſary Expences of a foreign 
Army: unleſs to ſtrip them of every defenſive 
Weapon, and oblige them to rely for Protection 


of themſelves, their Wives, and Children, upon 


a Parcel of mercenary Germans; unleſs to ruin 
the poor Man who ſhall chance to Kill a Hare 


or Partridge, merely becauſe he is a poor Man: 


unleſs to engage a Set of gallant young Fellows x 
in

in the Defence of their Country with a Promiſe 


of not being ſent out of it, and afterwards 
ſhip them off, like a Pack of Galley- Slaves, for 
America; whilſt Heſſians and Haneverians are 
left behind to banquet and parade it in Bri- 
tain, be Cruelty : - unleſs to 
are of this Kind too many Inſtances, and thoſe 
too notorious, to need inliſting longer upon. 
Diis te minorem quod ger is, imperas: 
was not the Remark of a bigotted Enthuſiaſt, 
but a learned and ingenious Heathen. And 
conformably to this Obſervation, Sallu ſt enu- 
merates the Contempt of Heaven; that is, 


not the Practice of Vice in general, but the 


particular Dilregard ſhewn to God, and neg- 


le& of Religion, amongſt the reigning Vices 


of Rome, at the degenerate Period he is deſcri- 
bing. If then in thoſe obſcure Ages, guided 


as they were merely by the Light of Nature, 
they were able to form thoſe enlarged and juſt 
| Notions of the Neceſſity of Religion and Piety 


to God; what Reflections ought a Defect in this 
Duty to raiſe in the Mind of a reaſoning Chriſ- 
tian? Sure I am, that whoever is not ignorant 


of the Hiſtories of paſt Ages, can not be igno- 
rant that a contemptuous Treatment of divine 


Things

Things is as certain a Prelude to the Ruin of 
that State where ſuch Corruptions have crept: 
in; as that the ſame Principle is deſtructive of 
Virtue and Probity in the Mind that is weak 
enough to harbour it. And indeed it is highly 
realonable to ſuppoſe, that the State, which has 
ſo forfeited the Protection of divine Providence, 
has not long to ſubſiſt: unleſs we ſuppoſe the. 
World to be governed by mere Chance, and a 
lucky Coincidence of Atoms; a Notion ſo ex- 
travagantly abſurd, that, tho? I have not the 
moſt exalted Opinion of the Sagacity of our 
preſent great Men, I vill not ſo far abuſe their 
Intellects, as to ſuppoſe them capable of enter- 
taining. Would your Majeſty know how far 
Britain is affected with this Piece of Roman 
Corruption; the Duke of the Earl of 
the Lord — and the Honourable 
Mr. can any of them inform your Majeſty, 
how God and Religion are treated at the Tables 
of the great. Our holy Religion, tho' by the 
Pens of ſome, the exemplary Lives of others, 
and the voluntary Sufferings of many, proved 
even to Demonſtration, generally furniſhes apt 
Matter of Jeſt and Pleaſantry ; whilſt even its 
Fundamentals are blaſphemouſly ridiculed by 
every

faſtidious Neglect. But when I ſee a ſleek Pre- | 
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every illiterate Ape of Reaſon: and God's Mi- 


niſter, whether Biſhop, Prieſt, or Deacon, is 


always a ſtanding Joke. Not that I would: be 
thought ſo through-paced an Advocate for the 
Gown, as to ſuppoſe it never conceals a Scoun- 
drel. I fear there are too many called to the 
ſacred Function, whoſe Vices and Infamy may 


juſtly provoke the ſevereſt Reflections, and moſt 


late, without any Thing to recommend him but 
Friends and Fortune, knowing nothing but how 
to flatter a Courtier, and play at Cards with 
his Lady; to drum, rout, and Earth quake row! 
about in his eaſy Chariot; whilſt Worth and 
Virtue walks the Streets in tattered Crape, and 
drudges at Prayer for a new Coat or a Din- 
ner: I can look upon this unworthy Diſpoſal 
of the chief Dignities of the Church in no 
other Light, than as a very great Apggravation 
of the Impiety, on which I am addreſſing your 
Majeſty, the Negle& of Heaven. If the bare 
Example of a good and virtuous Prince was in 
itſelf ſufficient to promote Virtue, and. diſ- 
countenance Vice; Britain ſure could never 


have berp Gor virtuous than at preſent : for 
when did greater Piety and Virtue ever adorn 


Co 
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a Throne? a Prince therefore in the Diſtribu- 


tion of his Favours ought to make Vice and 
Ignorance the greateſt Obſtacle to Preferment, 
and on Virtue and Probity let be grounded the 
greateſt Pretentions to it. Be pleaſed, royal 
Sir, to caſt your Eyes back upon the Reigns of 
William the III. Queen Anne, and other your 
royal Anceſtors; and you will find then a Set 
of Dignitaries, who did Honour to Religion and 
their Country, and Were of Service both in 
Church and State. If the Nomination to 8S 
be veſted in your Miniſters, it is the humble 
Petition of all your good Subjects; that you 
would be graciouſly pleaſed to aſſume to yourſelf 
a Miniſtry, that will have ſome Regard to 
perſonal Worth and Abilities, in the Diſpoſat 
of Dignities of the laſt Importance. If thoſe 
Dignitaries be the Appointment of your Majeſty, 
for che Sake of God and Religion let the Church 
be well ſupplied. Let not the fole Recommen- 
dation in a Biſhop of Chriſt be Pliability, and

And if you | 
would be well ſerved, to Places of Truſt let 
Worth always recommend itſelf, Men of Abili- 
ties and Integrity will be better qualified to 
advance the Glory of your royal Dignity, your 
Crown and Kingdom: will more firmly attach 
and engage your Subjects to your illuſtrious 
Perſon and Houſe; than a corrupt Parliament, 
tho* entirely at your Devotion. Let it be your | 
chief Care, that Knavery and Cowardice be 
ſeverely puniſhed; and proceed as you have 
begun, be. profuſe in rewarding Probity and 
Bravery. The Janiſaries have been ever eſteemed 
the moſt gallant Body of the Turkiſh Army. 
And from whence can it be ſuppoſed that this 
their Bravery ariſes, but from a due Regard 
and Encouragement had to Perſonal Worth, 
They are the Sons of Chriſtian Parents, who 
are carried into Turky in their Infancy; and 


there brought up to Arms, or civil Offices 
as their Abilities and Capacities ſeem molt to

incline them. 'Theſe have no Friends; or pri- 
vate Fortunes, no ſuch Thing as Parliamentary 


Intereſts, nothing but their own intrinſick 
Merit to recommend them. 


THE State of this Realm is ſhattered, but 
not broke, and your Majeſty may be aflured, 


that nothing can more contribute towards the 


eſtabliſhing it upon a firm Baſis, than a Juſt 
Diſpenſation of Rewards and Puniſhments. 


And the unhappy Courſe of the preſent War 


hath preſented you with many Obje&s both 


of your Favour and Diſpleaſure.

England are now fixed, is not a Matter of mere 


Curioſity ; but of publick Concern, and the laſt 
Importance. It is, why Minorca was loſt. : And 
this Queſtion comprehends a thouſand Parti- 
culars beſides the mere Conduct of A 1 
B—#g. If this Gem was torn from the Britiſb 
Diadem by the Chance of War, may the Con- 
duet of all thoſe, to whoſe Miſmanagement,

Trœachery, or Cowardice, it has been too 
generally imputed, be brought to Light, and 


fairly reconnoitred : that being thus publickly 


juſtified, they may be publickly and honourably 
acquitted. If they ſhall be found-to have done 


all that human Power could effe& for the In- 


tereſt of their Country; may they by that 


Country be careſſed and rewarded, and their 
Names remain ever dear amongſt us. But if 


on the contrary, after a ſtrict tho* candid Ex- 
amination, it ſhould appear, that the indelable

Minorca, and every other inferiour Miſcarriage, 
let Impartiality and common Senſe determine- 
Who knows not, how indulgent, how generous, 
and kind a Maſter, your Majeſty has ever 
ſhewed yourſelf? So much greater therefore is 
the Crime of Treachery in your Servants to ſo 
gracious a Sovereign.

mency, great as it it, choak up the Avenues 


to Juſtice. The only Conſolation for ſuch a 


Series of Lofſtes, is in ſeeing every Miſconduct 


traced from its true Source ; and the Cauſes of 
it cut off: all the Hopes your loyal People have 
of ſeeing a Nation's Grievances redreſſed, and a 
Nation's Affairs better conducted, is in your 
Majeſty. In your repeated Aſſurances and 
known Concern for your Kingdom's Glory is

Again a Miniſtry may, as formerly, be ho- 
noured with a Nation's. Applauſe, and reign

but from being throughly canvaſſed, receive 
their greateſt Glory.
